His Detertt. 



An F.xtr«ordini»rT Wild BeMt Who 
I^oved Children, nid Not I»rtnk, 
and Tet Abiiwod Ills Family and 
Chopped HI* Wire Up With 
Axe-HU I.a«t llMUa MMI fflBhl 
TahlBg OB. 

PrrrsBTnto. Oct. 4.— Jamea McSteen 
was hanged In the yard of the county 
jail. The execution was conducted quiet- 
ly and was witnetwed by %M) persons. The 
(loomed m:ui retired early and silept all 
night At ')||o'(lock in the Yiiorn- 
im; he an^e, and after making a 
careful Uiilet ]iartoiik of a hearty 
bn-akl'a-t- He wiis visited later by two 
Histera of Mercy ami his spiritual adviner. 
Father 'Ward. Koue of his relatives nut 
in an appearance. At 11 o'clock he left 
his cell for tbe scafTuld atl«>iidcd bv Fath- 
er Ward and tba SberitL lie walked 
erect and ascended tbe soafToid with a 
ft nn step. When asked if he had any- 
thing to say he replied: "No." The cap 
was then jdaced over his head and hl.S 
hands tied. .\t ll.O'illie drop was sprunif 
and in the fall his neck was broken, lu 
eii;ht minutes he w.i.s proiiouiie«id dead. 
The crime for which he suH'ered the 
highest penalty of the law was uxorcide. 
(hi the evening of June U, 1882, ha sent 
his little boy out of tbe house en some 
pretense, and when the little fellow re- 
turned ha found his mother lying on the 
floor with bar skull crashed in and a 
bloody as on tba floor beaida bar. His 
father bad fled, bat was arrested the same 
night. When the trial came up it was 
clearly shown that he had committed the 
deed, and he w;i.s accordingly convicteil. 

.Vs the last hours of McStoen's life 
passed he seemed to he more composed and 
more ready to lueet his fate hraveJy and 
re'imiedly. Faibur Ward, an he emerge*! 
from the doomed man's cell, said : "I 
never saw a man who seemed to possess so 
kind a nature, nor a man who could be 
further from doing any one ill. He loves 
children, and has a laflnement of nature 
that very few illiterate men like himself 
pos.sus8. I think," said Fatlier Ward, 
''that he will die as he now is and has 
been, bravely, and w ithout saying a word. 
He has nothin;; to say to the public, nor 
do I yet know of uiiy staliineiil liiat he 
will make. He h:i.s refused to have iiis 
picture taken,'' said the reverend gentle- 
man, "on very good ^rouiuls, I think, lie 
objects to h.ivim; Ins picture hanging on 
tbe walls of the jail otlice and have people 
i-oine there and say in the presence of the 
public, 'there is the pictuns of a murder- 
er.' Besides, it is bis desire to paas from 
the recollection of the people as soon as 
possible after the execution. 

OVER NIAGARA. 

A <°niM> of Criminal Itriilality lo a 
Horae. 

Niagara Falls, Oc^t. 4. — There bos 
been considerable excitement hare about 
the sending of an old boraa over the Ni- 
agara Falls. Tha animal waa probably 
furty years old, and had been nsed in the 
service of the ('ataract House for at leas- 
twenty years. One night this week 1 ). 1{. 
.lerrauld, one of tbe proprieiors 
of the hotel, Fat McCoy, and two 
others, dr»)Vu the horse to the river 
midw.'iy h.'twcon (ioat Island I'.ridije mid 
the lower entrance to i'rosiH'ct Hou.se. A 
piece uf railing was knocked oQ and an 
etl'urt ma<le to induce the animal to enter 
the water. T.'ie old hone lay down and 
could not bainduoed lo gat op. Ha was 
linally pushed off tba bank Into tha water, 
eight ftvt below. The water waa three 
feet deep and the current very slow. "The 
brute stisnl lor an hour under a pelting of 
stones, lie grew w«'ak, and was 
'lowly carried towvird the eati- 
r.ict. At 1'rosiH.i't I'.irk he regained 
his feel, .and with a sud<len display 
of energy gained the bank. Again he was 
pushed into the stream. .\ le(^ wa.s broken 
and he wan scrat^died and bruised, a little 
trail of blood marking the place wkaia ha 
stood in tha park.
